There IB a sentiment against 
tihe use of this locality on the ground 
tfrat it is a place of public interest 
and'-beautiful and extensive views and 
sioold be reserved for a public park 
or recreation ground. Your Comimit- 
.tee, however, upon consulting Dr. 
Maxwell and Professor Brigham, who, 
from their studies in chemistry and 
geology, are perhaps the best fitted 
of anyone'-here for giving an opinion 
on tihe subject,'feel that they cannot 


md.thte locality. Their view 


is that the crater of Punchbowl Is Ob- 
jectionable tor 'the purpose, to a tar 
greater degree than any other locality 
in Honolulu from the danger of con- 
tfftpjUMtf-fcTgi 'of Che artesian water sup- 
ply, from the factCbat the ehaft of 
the crater emd numerous old t.,eam 
cracks: of which there is abundant 
evidence 'lead down without doubt to 
the artesian <basiin and are mot likely 
to be sufficiently closed up to prevent 
drainage from the surface, in case the 
cemetery should be established there, 
from reaching-down emd contaminat- 
ing the artesian water below. This 
evidence of these two gentlemen, 
whose reports on the subject are filed 
nerewlth, is conclusive, amd your Com- 
mittee wouM therefore request further 
time for wrefrteg new investigations.

'e, the undersigned .the committee 
at the meeting of the Ex-

Trustee* of the .Queen's Hospital to 
irovestigate the question of tibe location 
tor a consumptive hospital and cither 
•matters connected with such. . enter- 
prise,. respectfully report as follows: . 
..' Your committee has taken into con- 
sideration the various (localities In the 
fiuburbs of Honolulu and have person- 
ally examined the 'elope on the west 
aide of Nuuanu Valley leadiSg down 
toward the .insane Asylum. Tie lower 
port of .the ridge nearest to Nuuainu 
Valley is broad and contains a 'great 
deal of sutoiWe ground 'tor buildings— 
averaging about 250 feet elevation. 
TMs is a perfectly satisfactory place 
for the location of a consumptive hos- 
pital' except lor the fact that: there 
is ao much avatlalMe ground and it is 
ao conveniently -located thai it will 
wjthoTrt doubt tie shortly in demand 
for residences and your commi'btee for 
fihat^eason deem it an unsuitable place 
JOT "the 'hospital contemplated' in-as- 
jauch as such 'hospital -would at an 
early. 'period be entirely surrounded by 
residences. 


Your committee thereupon examined 
the Bridge lying northwest of the one 
referred to, separated from it by a 
small valley in wMch a number of 
quarries, (have teen worked for the 
'bnikUangs of tl» Kaaeh-aimeha Schools.

elevation, easy about 250* feet from the 
sea, a hospital should be located there 
would be no room left on eftjher side 
of «he- ridge for other budMings. The 
situation of this second ridge is also 
favorable for the purpoee^on account 
of being further away from Nuuanu 
Valtey and being thereby somewhat 
protected from the fresh trades Chat 
sweep through that v.aHey for a large 
part of the year and evidently having 
a lesser rain fall than the ridge next 
to Nuuanu Valley. Tour committee re- 
port favorably upon a locality on this 
ridge, the middle part of wfrfoh is 
aibout 260 feet above the sea, which 
contains nearly level areas of terrace 
like formations giving a large amount 
of room for buildings, and grounds for 
exercise and; tor out buildings, «nd 
would recommend thai not less tihan 
six acres at this point be secured for 
the purpose of the contemplated hos- 
pital; which area would occupy the 
whole ridge except the steep sides and 
would in our opinion be sufficient for 
all of the needs orehe institution. At 
this low elevation water could reach 
the ground from Nuuaiuu Vaaiey or 
fromi the contemplated pumping sta- 
tion in Kalthi. 


The development of the first ridge 


referred to as a residence section would 
require water from the Nuuanu reser- 
voirs and the extension of such water 
supply across the shallow valley be- 
tween to the ground selected would 
not be a very expensive -work. 


If this ground- can-'be secured your 


committee would recommend tine build- 
ing of & large central bouse contain- 
ing physicians' and nurses' rooms with 
necessary dining and kitchen accom- 
modations in the middle portion, and 
two wings, each containing two wards 
separated by a central ball, sufficient 
for about sixteen patients is each 
ward, ta order to provide for Afferent 
nationalities and Indigent patients; 
and that part of such wards be used 
for pay and part for Indigent patients, 
end also that cottages be erected on 
the grounds as may be found necessary 
for pKtterrtsable to pay for rooh accom- 
modations. Broad verandas sbould be 
attached to th« -m»tn buiWHng and to 
fibe cottages as well.

The new Minister of Public Instruc- 


tion, having had from his earliest days 
familiarity with the educational system 
«f the country, has taken to the direc- 
tion of school matters with ease and 
with confidence. In ibis office at the Ex- 
ecutive building yesterday, Mr. Mott- 
Smlth said that While it was not bis 
purpose to undertake marked reforms 
or make radical changes at ontie, there 
was one feature of the system that 
should receive his immediate atten- 
tion. He will use every effort to abol- 
teh fees for the local High School. This 
toas been suggested and urged for a 
long time, in fact ever since, the present 
High School was opened. There have 
been noted .many cases of inability of 
bright young people to enjoy the ad- 
vantages of the school for the simple 
reason that their parents or guardians 
were unable to pay the tuition. Min- 
ister Mott-Smith has investigated a 
number of these cases. He will en- 
deavor to secure the endorsement of 
the Board to a plan for a considerable 
immediate relief and will ask that be- 
ginning with the next term—Septem- 
ber, 189»—fees be abolished. The fees 
amount to only about $3500 a year. 
There are at present twenty 
free 


.scholarships for the HighjchooLjrhis 
number will at once be 
thirty. The free scholarships for 
High School Preparatory 
will be 


doubled in number. There are now ten. 


It is certain that the change will 


largely increase the attendance upon 
the school, though doubtless a number 
of pupils will be withdrawn so soon as 
the school ceases to be select. The mjau^ 
school is well graded and has a capable 
faculty, with Principal Scott at the ""7 
head. The Minister of Public Instnic- trict. 
tion will father a popular change when 
he is able to announce that instruction 
in the High school Will be entirely free 
to all.

But when a boy or girl has struggled 
through the primary courses, and 
shows an earnest desire for a still 
higher education, zeal should not be 
thwarted by a tuition fee for the High 
School course."

EDITOR P. C. A.—To one who has 


.had more or less to do with immigra- 
tion matters for the Northwest during 
the past sixteen years, the labor agi- 
tation- going on now has the deepest 
interest. So far as these Islands are 
concerned it is -the all important prob- 
lem of the hour, for the whole Ha- 
waiian fabric at present rests upon 
satisfactory labor and the future weal 
of the commonwealth will depend on 
ihe majority being good citizens. But 
pardon a malahini being unable to sSte 
now the agitation in its present form 
will help matters. 
Suppose instead we do a little prac- 


tical work. In the Northwest we or- 
ganized immigration bureaus at home 
and sent representatives abroad, who, 
equipped with data-, stereopticon slides, 
an-d samples of products, extended an 
invitation to the more thickly popu- 
lated districts of the Central and East- 
ern States. The settlers came. Sup- 
pose that the Government and Plant- 
ers' Association try a little practical 
work along the same line. 


As one of the active workers In the 


immigration cause for -the Northwest 
and after a careful survey of the con- 
ditions here, 1 do not hesitate to say 
that Hawaii offers a better proposition 
to horticulturists and laborers than 
we were able to offer in the North- 
west. 


The very effort to secure such cit- 


izens would be an answer to those who, 
for political or selfish reasons, would 
like to deprive the Islands of the full 
benefits of annexation.

iThe Honolulu Iron Wonka has con- 


structed heavy iron buoys which, •with 
anchors and chains capable of hold- 
ing flhe 'largest vessels, will enable 
BihipB to haul in -within a few hundred 
feet of the wharf. 


Sorrenson & liyle have constructed 


two large lighters, which were put in- 
to use Oast week. 


A heavy hoisting derrick has beea 


built on the end of the wharf and a 
steam hoisting engine, capable of 
hoisting 12 tons, placed In poslton. 


The plantation railroad track rums 


out onto the wharf and from thence 
wiH run to all parts ^rf the plantation. 
About three-quarters of a mite 38 al- 
ready completed, extending to the 
warehouse, stables, and to each of the 
three pumping stations. Civil Engi- 
neer Hauxhurst has laid out a com- 
prehensive railroad plan lor the whole 
plantation, amd grading is mow to 
progress. 


The eteami .plows have arrived, <via 


Kahului, where they iwere set up and 
brought overland by the veteran 
steam plow engineer, John, Winter, 
who "brought to the country the first 
steam plows, which were used at 
SpreofcelsviHe. (Mr. Winter Shas been 
permanently engaged at Kihel. He 
moved into his mew home on, Friday 
last, with his'wife and three children. 


The makal lands mow being planted 


are so light that €bsy do not need 
plowing, .furrowing (merely being suf- 
ficient. One of the traction engines 
Is engaged In running a developing 
pump at one of the wells and the 
other is hauling rock for foundations. 


About 130 acres of cane are already 


planted and planting will continue 
steadily. Three hundred laborers are 
now at work. 


Three dug wells are now being dft- 


veloped at distances of 200 and 400 
feet apart. They are all about half a 
mile from the sea. The water in them 
rise from 2 feet 7 inches to 4 feet 
above sea level, those inland rising 
highest They wlil all be connected oy 
•underground tunnel, through which 
the water will all 'be conducted to a 
central pumping station. 


Ttoe development of these wells ia 


progressing steadily, an increase of 
water •mftTl^"g each toot of advance. 


On priday last experimental drill 


boles were sunk to a depth of 9 feet 
by B 2^4 in. steam drill at the bottom 
of the shaft of well number 3, result- 
ing In three miniature artesian wells, 
which spouted water to a toeight of 
15 tnchesi The water is as clear as 
crystal and so sweet that the saline 
tlage is -barely perceptible. 


The air compressor tor running two 


air power drill* for -working in ^he 
water tunnels ia nearly erected. A 
Bteain holat for lifting rock from the 
waU tfhafta will ateo be iput In opera- 
tion during the next few days. With 
these tacQities the -water development 
will proceed even more mapidJy than 
in the past. The manageoient, while 
pushing the development of tiie vis- 
ible water supply, is doing worn* ex- 
perimenting as well.

This 
agitation or education/ i» the enter- 
prise of men who for'a long time have 
believed in incineration and it has toe 
engorgement of others rwlKWbelieve that 
local conditions imperatWeHy demand 
the release or the 'country--Irom the 
present compulsory method. Geo. W. 
Smith, who is a member of,the Board 
of Health, has for a "number of years 
advocated an effort to secure a crema- 
tory. He is quite familiar „ with the 
subject. Nearly every medical ,man of 
the city has at one time or another ex- 
pressed himself, as favoring cremation 
as the best means in everyway of dis- 
posing of the bodies of thVdead. Geo. 
P. Castle, while on the coast recently, 
looked Into the matter fully 
and 


brought back f considerable quantity 
of reliable and up-to-date literature. 
At the meeting of the Yoa^g,-Men's Re- 
search Club, at the hoW'Ol'iRev. -Wm. 
M. Khicairt next week.^fhe subject of 
cremation will be Introduced and dis- 
cussed. Mr. Castle will be A speaker 
on the. occasion. 


His Lordship, the Bishop of Panap- 


olis, was interviewed on cremation 
yesterday. He said thatlhe had fol- 
lowed closely the «ndeavor$ to secure 
more burial ground and "realized the 
many difficulties of' continuing the 
present means. His Lordship said that 
at present he'could speak _only as a 
private citizen upon the'subject. If a 
crematory is established ±fr will seek 
the necessary advice on the subject of 
instructing the faithful,'. &ne Bishop 
said that for himself pereWiiny he had 
felt lor a long time that'tnihprejudlce 
against cremation was based on senti- 
ment. He thought It an excellent meth- 
od of disposing of the dead bodies. The 
Bishop spoke with candor and liberal- 
ity on the eubject He believed- that 
the people would soon become recon- 
ciled to cremation. True,'it was a 
great change—one that should by no 
means be made suddenly. It wiped out 
much of tradition and of fond recollec- 
tion> but oace -the people, were con- 
vinced it was for the g«od ol all thsre 
would be acceptance. 
The views of the Bishop of Panapolis 


confirmed the statement of Mr. Castle 
that he had learned in the States that 
the Catholic church was mot opposed to 
cremation—did not forbid it 
Mr. Canavarro, the representative 


here of Portugal, said that Italy was 
the European country in which crema- 
tion was most general. In his own land 
it is well known and is encouraged by 
municipalities arid the state.- Tha only 
objection, is from individuals. 'Mr. 
Canavarro said that during the seasons 
of epidemics in Lisbon, the capital of 
Portugal, cremation was made compul- 
sory. At other times it was as the peo- 
ple liked. The rule ia that of the city 
of Lisbon. 
The crematory of the Odd Fellows 


Association at San Francisco is the 
best known in the western half of th« 
United States. Mr. Castle and others 
here have the printed matter of this 
society: 


"Modern, scientific cremation com- 


mends itself on two strong grounds 
which need no argument Sanitary 
reasons are the first and strongest, 
more arguments having been advanced 
by men of scienco-aad letters, for this 
reason than that of any other. 
"Economy is another strong consid- 


eration. What is more sad and de- 
pressing than the sight of a neglected, 
unkempt grave in the midst of a beau- 
tiful cemetery? And yet to have It 
properly marked, kept green and in 
order, entails an expense that the great 
majority can 111 afford to incur. 'Witt 
due regard to our dead the living are 
nearer to us and their needs must first 
be consulted.' 
"The time will come, and in the near 


future, when the aacredness and all the 
tender sentiments and associations 
which are wont to cluster about 'the 
little mound of earth,' the grave, will 
be transferred to the repository of the 
ashes, the Columbarium with Its thou- 
sands of niches, beautiful urns and me- 
morial tablets, always in order, tbelt- 
ered, protected and freed from the ele- 
ments of decay, a place that can be vis- 
ited at all time*, and under all circum- 
stance*, with perfect ease, safety and 
comfort, a convenience that is utterly 
impossible under the most favorable 
conditions of earth burial. 
"Tb« revival of the practice, by mod- 


ern scientific proceas, was first gucows- 
faily accomplished to Bre-Mau. Ger- 
many, In the autumn of 1874, and was 
introduced Into the United Statei by 
the Incineration of Baron de Palm, In 
the private retort of Dr. F Jullui Le 
Moync, at Wanhlngton, Pa., in Decem- 
ber.

by means of which there is provided, 
for all classes, without distinction, a 
commodious and beautiful 
building, 


where the last sad rites may be held 
without annoyance or interruption, 
freed from the dangers consequent to 
earth burials; where all meet upon the 
same level, the rich and the poor alike, 
and where the remains of the humblest 
person receives Hhe same respectful 
care and attention as bestowed upon 
that of the most wealthy and re- 
nowned. 
• 
"It accomplishes In a few brief mo- 


ments, and by exactly the same process, 
only scientifically applied, that which 
takes years to accomplish by nature's 
plan. 
"It la generally understood and be- 


lieved, that in the process of cremation 
the remains are taken from the casket 
and wrapped in a winding sheet, many 
being under Che Impression that even 
the clothing ia removed. All modern 
crematories have changed the method, 
and except-In cases where metallic 
caskets are used, the remains are never 
touched or handled by anyone, beimg 
always incinerated in the casket as re- 
ceived, the glass end metallic trim- 
mings only being removed, as other- 
wise they would melt and fuse with the 
ashes. The casket Is encased in a 
winding sheet and placed upon a stee. 
carriage, by means of which It is quick- 
ly and noiselessly deposited in the 
retort. 


"In the process only the hot blast is 


used, the body supplying the hydrogen 
and carbon. For heating the retort i 
stream of heated hydro-carbon, mlxe< 
with heated air, Is sent directly into 
the retort from the gasometer, which 
Is supplied from English coke. The 
fire brick chamber, or retort, is thus 
heated to a high degree (about 2500 de 
grees Fahrenheit) before cremation-be 
gins; under the action of the intense 
beat disintegration immediately en 
sues, and all disease germs and nbx 
ious gases are destroyed and render^ 
forever innocuous. 


"The process of slow decomposition 


and its attendant evils and all objec 
tionable features are thus avoided, an 
within the space of one brief hour th 
body is reduced to Its original ele- 
ments, there remaining only enough 
pure ashes to remind us of that which' 
has been, and around and upon which, 
when placed in the Columbarium, to 
center our loving memories and affec- 
tions. 
"No special preparation of the body 


or clothing is necessary, it being in- 
cinerated In the casket ag received. 
Where a metallic casket is used, the re- 
mains are removed- and incased in a 
winding sheet All caskets, or parts 
thereof, trimmings, etc., not Inctneratr 
ed with the remains are immediately 
destroyed, and no parts of the same 
are permitted to leave the Crematory 
except the name plate."

rive by the Nippon Maru. 


'The battalion consists of four bat- 


teries, but It Is doubtful whether Bat- 
tery N will accompany the others, as 
it is not thought to be completely or- 
ganized. 


As a single battery of artillery con- 


sists bf 125 men, the three which will 
arrive on the 19th will comprise as 
many men as the battalion of Engi- 
neers now here. 


The artillery will occupy the present 


quarters of the Engineers. Their stay 
there, however, will be comparatively 
short, as arrangements for a perma- 
nent post have been begun. This will 
be. On the Bite recommended by Gen. 
Compton. 


The sixth artillery was organized In 


June 1898, under the act of March 8th 
of the same year. MaJ. Mills is the 
commanding officer, but it Is doubtful 
if he will accompany the battalion on 
account of sickness in his- family. Capt. 
Adam Slaker Is the senior battery of- 
ficer and will be iiu.command if MaJ. 
Mills does not come at once. 


On the 20th of this month the mem- 


bers of the Engineer Corps will march 
down to the Australia and sail away to 
San Francisco. There is little doubt 
but that -upon their arrival at their 
respective enlistment stations they will 
be musteted out of service. 
There will be as passengers on the 


Australia about 295 enlisted men and 
about 15 officers. Bunks are being 
put up for the former between decks. 
The beds will be roomy and comfort- 
able, with plenty of air space. The of- 
ficers, together with their wives and 
children, will occupy regular first class 
staterooms. The reason for the steam- 
er being delayed until the 20tH is *he 
fact that the Engineers cannot leave 
until the artillery arrives, which will 
be on the 19th. 
The Engineers, officers and enlisted 


men both, will carry with them the 
aloha of the people of Honolulu. Dur- 
ing their stay here they have acted as 
soldiers and as true gentlemen.

upon the citizens of this territory? 


; tThe Japanese-American treaty is, by 
the Act of Annexation, a law.of this 
territory. It must carry with it all 
the regulations and limitations con- 
tained in the Federal laws which affect 
that treaty. Does this treaty, when 
it reaches -Hawaii, suddenly, drop all, 
Federal regulations affecting it, and 
suddenly substitute the regulations of 
he Hawaiian municipal laws? 
The dominance of the Japanese-Amer- 
can treaty on these Islands, naturally 
and logically extends to them the 
Federal immigration laws which permit 
mmigration without limit as to num- 
bers provided it is not "assisted." All 
persons, excepting those witft special 
[isqualifications, possessing $30 each, 
and who have not been "assisted" have 
he right to cross the boundaries of 
any part of the Republic. 


The conclusion is justified that this 


provision of the Act of Annexation 
expressly bringing into full effect in 
Hawaii the Japanese-American treaty, 
also extended indirectly, but not less 
ffectively, the Federal immigration 
aws that regulated it. At the same 
ime the treaty itself, and these Federal 
aws repeal the municipal laws requir- 
ng permits. If this view is a correct 
one?-the government,is without power 
o grant or-refuse perm-its and all Jap- 
anese immigrants may enter the ter- 
itory provided they comply with the 
Federal laws. An attempt to regulate 
mmigration with permits, would be In 
any event a prima facie violation of 
he treaty which the local- government, 
iow shorn of all power concerning 
oreign affairs, is in no position to at- 
empt. 


There may be doubt about the in- 


,ent of Congress to repeal our own im- 
migration laws, by these provisions of 
he Annexation Act. But the language 
s clear, and is susceptible of but one 
construction. The Japanese-American 
.reaty is made the law of the land, and 
under it there can be no limitations by 
any local laws which are in derogation 
of treaty rights unless specifically de- 
clared by Congress. This view of the 
case should at once relieve the Execu- 
tive from the embarrassing position 
of enforcing a local immigration law 
which is not in harmony with the 
Federal immigration laws. It places 
the matter, where it belongs, {n the 
hands of the Federal authorities. It is 
or them to act or refuse to act as they 
may be advise^. The responsibility of 
our government ends.- There is no 
fur- 


her need of seeking for a solution of 
his perplexing problem. 
Aside from 


he purely legal aspect of the case, it 
s a sound policy, though the govern-^ 
ment has no power now to indulge in 
pollcies.'-to conform our practice in this 
matter to the prevailing Federal laws, 
anrl loave the responsibility with the 


authorities.

VANILLA BEANS ARE VALUABLE. 


(The Detroit Journal.) ' 


Vanilla beans are ?16 a pound at 


wholesale. Sliver is 17.20 a pound, 
Troy weight, or avoirdupois.about 99. 
Vanilla beans are, therefore, twice aa 
valuable, weight for weight, as silver. 
There Is no vegetable product worth so 
much In the open market Tie price, 
(16 a pound, is likely to be advanced. 
3o say buyers of vanilla beans now in 
Mexico, which country IB the only one 
where that rare vegetable grows to 
such perfection as to make it valuable 
for extracts. There is an Inferior sort 
of bean, called the vanillon, and some 
wild species of the same, that are used 
as substitutes or adulterants. These 
varieties are dangerous to health, and 
sometime* produce death. 


There is the same difference in 


varieties of the to-called vanillon as 
there is between mushrooms axd toad- 
stools; the one Is healthful food—the 
other a quick poison. On account of 
±e great cost of genuine vanilla, ice- 
cream men are much tempted to em- 
ploy manufactured and artificial sub- 
stitutes. To come back to the crop of 
vanilla bean*, which grow bett in Vertr 
Crux and O&xaca, Mexico, tier* it not 
a pound of last year's crop In the mar-. 
Icet In 1SS4 there was a pest which 
dwrtroped tb4 crop that year. • in I89C 
tbt Indiana got into trouble with tb* 
authorities and destroyed most of U>» 
plants. It takes fotjr or flw years to 
ret new plants to th« yielding point, 
and benoe for sotu* reara prodnctlon 
h»« t*#n light. If nothing happens 
tb«re Bbould be a crop of some Kite 
next year.

Last evening at the Central Union 


Church Rev. W. 3A. Kincaid preached 
on "The Isolation of Sin." His text 
was Gen 4:16, "And Cain went out 
from the presence of the Lord." 


A more signal diseription of the 


isolation caused by ain could not be 
found. Sin Is the willful doing of that 
which Is wrong. A sinful state is 
merely the choice of the heart and the 
act is the outcome of the state. 


Suppose a man has lived a life of 


purity and integrity for twenty-five 
years. Suddenly, -we know not how, 
he yields to some temptation, we 
know not what Apparently all Is In 
the same state as before. The sky 
is Just as blue, the breath, of the 
zephyr Just as sweet. 
Hitherto the 


brow of the man was unclouded, his 
greeting was one of ringing Joy. But 
quickly the change comes. He is not 
as he used to be. 
The universal 


harmony is broken; to his darkened 
mind all men seem his enemies. Deep 
and absolute sorrow comes to him. He 
feels the isolation -of sin. 


Sin separates a man from his best 


self. 
The good man can look into 


his own heart and commune with it; 
toe can gaze upon the reflected image 
of his own conscience. But the fall 
comes and he hates himself. An en- 
mity has sprung up between his heart 
and him. Jf there is to be happiness 
and Joy in this life, there must be 
peace within. We ourselves must be 
able to feel that we are right before 
we can value the esteem of others. 


Young man, the greatest trouble with 


sin is not the danger of being found 
out .After the deed is done upon can- 
not say to your heart that you are the 
same old friends you were before. Two 
persons once congenial and full of mu- 
tual feeling, become estranged and firm 
friendships are shaken. 


But the worst consequence of ain is 


that it separates man from God This 
must be the Inevitable result 
It is 


not God who shuts the door. It is 
the sinner. A single simple act of 
impurity darkens the windows of the 
soul which look toward God. An act 
of dishonesty may be committed so 
that he who does it may be entirely 
free from detection. No eye may look 
upon him save the all-seeing orb of 
God. 
Yet soon the feeling of loneliness 


will oppress him 
His isolation is 


worse than that of a man In an open 
boat in the midst of the gray ocean. 
Above the blue skies smile; around 
on every hand spreads the desolate 
waste. 


After an act of sin our friends may 


be as kind, the heavens may be as 
radiant, yet all is dark and gloomy. 
But out from the darkness and strug- 
gles of life the Gospel rises like a sweet 
atraln of strange, ethereal music. It 
makes no difference how deep the 
gloom of the night may-be, over the 
troubled waters the divine words are 
ringing, 'It is I * * ' whoso- 
ever will may come"

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REGRET IN LONDON 


News of Kaiulani's Death 


Receivedin that City. 


Her Education In England-Har 


Queaniy Dignity-Mad* Many 


Fri«nds White Abroad. , 


Standard (London). 


We regret to announce *hat advices 


from Honolulu were received at San. 
Francisco yesterday, atating that Prin- 
cess Kaiulani, who had been suffering 
from rheumatism of the heart, died 
on the 6th Instant. 


Her Royal Highness, who was the 


daughter ot the date (Princess Lltoelike, 
sister of King Kalalaua, fry her aiarr 
riage witi Mr. Archibald Cleghorn, a 
Scotch gentleman who had for many 
years been resident at Honolulu, wae 
iborn on October 16,1876, and upon the 
iteath of her uncle and the accession to 
the 'throne of Queen lilliuokatonl, she 
.became tbe heiress apparent By the' 
time, 'however, that she 3iad got well 
fattto her "teens" affairs in Hawaii, 
•which tod lonff been somewhat unset- 
tled, became critical. Professional agi- 
ttaitors were at worK stirring up dis- 
content among the people, and the ipar- 
fcy whkfc desired annexation to the 
TJmBted states, ,ta order to obtain a bet- 
ter market for the sugar which is so 
extensively grown in the Islands, toe- 
came very active. In 1892, a scheme 
for the annexation of Hawaii wa& fully 
Aiecussed In the .Foreign Affairs Com- 


. andttee of the House of Representatives 


at Washington, in which it was point- 
ed out that so importanta strategical 
.potot aa Honolulu ough€w be under 
ithe United States flag. On January 
30, 1893, the agitation culminated in 


.SL revolution 
with the result that 


Queen Lilitfofcalaaii and her govern- 
ment were overfihrqwn, and a Provis- 
ional Executive and President were ap- 
ipointed. The immediate cause of the 
rising was the Queen's attempt to pro- 
mulgate a new 'Constttntion, under 
irbich foreigners, would have 'been dis- 
franchised. The United Stales Minis- 
ter recognized the de ifacto govern- 
ment, and Commissioners were sent 
to Washington to ask for annexation; 
and, meanwhile, (President Harrison, 
•who was then within a weekx»r*wo of 
convpletimg his term of office, sent a 
(message to the Senate, urging that the 


> Islands should'' be annexed.

Meanwhfle—in 1889—Princess Kaiu- 


tenl came to England to complete Iher 
education, and she resided in this 
country until comparatively recently. 
She was placed under the guardian- 
ship of the late Mr. Theo. H. Davtes, 
of Sonfchport, who wa* formerly Brit- 
ish vice-icons'.!! ab Honolulu, and by 
into was sent to a iwell-fcnown school 
Jn Northamptonshire. There the Prin- 
tosa led a quiet life, differing but 1H- 
tle from that of an "ordtopry English 
eehool girl of good birth. With 'Mr. 
Davies's family at Southiport, she was 
on terms of the greatest Intimacy and 
affection, and ehe t&orowhly enjoyed 
tier etay^ in England—a residence 
wfcich was prolonged for some time 
after her education- iwas completed. 
Her studies were those of other young 
ladies of her age. English was al- 
most iher native tongue, and he* apti- 
tude and readiness in acquiring the 
•ccompliabtnents of an English lady 
were from the first remarkable. Early 
in 1893 there was a eudden interrup- 
tion to this pleasant and peaceful life. 
When tie bill was introduced into the 
American Senate it was determined 
that the ybung lady should herself 
make an appeal to President Cleve- 
land and the American people in be- 
>hdf of her right of succession to the 
throne of her predecessors, not, per- 
fcaps, wiUhoat some hope that her at- 
tractive-presence and pleasing person- 
ality would help to plead her cause. 
Accompanied by &er "uardian and his 


An unofficial interview be- 


tween Princess Kalulanl and Presi- 
dent aad Mrs. Cleveland took place 
al the White House. What happened 
at that first audience was never sta- 
ted; but shortly afterwards President 
Cleveland withdraw the Annexation 
'Bill from the consideration of the Sen-, 
ote. The subsequent Ihlstory of Ha- 
waii is too recent and familiar to need 
recapitulation. The United States' ul- 
timately resolved upon a policy of non- 
Interven-Uoo, a Republic was eatab- 
Uahed, and Queen LUi/uofcalanl formal- 
ly abdicated, and promised allegiance 
to the new-government 
She was, 


however, sentenced to five 'years? im- 
prisonment and to a fine of five thou- 
sand dollars, hut was shortly after- 
wards released.

Eventually she returned to her 
native land, where she spent a quiet 
and unostentatious life, ^holding iher- 
aelf entirely aloof from, the troubled 
politics of the'ielands. The news of 
her death will J»e received with un- 
feigned regret &y <3ie many friends 
she made during her prolonged resf- 
moe in England.
